INAUGURAL ADDRESS OF 


WILLIAM F. PACKEB, 


GOVEBNOB OF PENNSYLVANIA. 


FELLOW CITIZENS:—In appearing be- 


fore you to enter upon my duties as Gov- 
ernor of ihe Commonwealth, I consult my 
own incliDB'ions iu conforming to the usage 
which demands a populur address ; and, in 
the first place, I gladly embrace this op- 
portunity to return a>y profound and grate- 
ful thanks to the people of Pennsylvania, 
for honoring me with the Chief Executive 
office of their government. 
Their kiud- 


ness will never be forgotten, nor will (be 
confidence they have reposed in me ever be 
in«entioQ»lly betrayed. 
Duty to them 


»nd to myself will require that the obliga- 
tion which I have just taken to discharge 
ay public duties with fidelity shall be 
faithfully observed, and thus justify, as 
far as poaeibla, the popular decision.— 
Doubtleis 1 may commit errors in & posi- 
tion involving so much of responsibility ; 
but I will hope that DODO of tliom will bo of 
• grave character, or productivo of vital 
injury to the public interests. 
I crave in 


advance a charitable judgment upon my 
official conduct—that ii shall be construed 
with kindness and toleration so long as it 
shall appear to be prompted by sincere end 
honest motives—and I here engage, in 
this public and formal manner, to regard 
tbe will of the people, the public good, and 
Ibe commands of the Constitution, as the 
guiding lights by which my course is to be 
directed. 
With these aims constantly in 


view, ! shall indulge the pleasing hope of 
doing some good in the high station to wbijh 
I havu been called by tbe public voice, and 
of repressing some evils which may threat- 
en tue public welcome, or the individual 
rights of the people. 


fellow Citizens oj the Senate and Iluuse 


of Representatives: — It will be my ardent 
desire to cultivate with you, as Kepresenta- 
tivas of the people, tho most amicable rela- 
tions, and to uuitu with you in the adoption 
of all such measures as the publiogood may 
require. 
The different branches of tbe gov- 


ernment, although charged with distinct 
duties, are to be regarded as parts of one 
lurmonious whole ; and it is well when all 
these parts move onward without jar, in- 
terference, or collision. 
Nevertheless, the 


distinct duties of the Executive, when duly 
and honestly performed, may occasion dif- 
ference* with sue Legislature ; but, in such 
case, it will be expedient to cultivate a 
spirit of compromise mid couciliation for 
the disposal of such differences, or at least, 
for mitigating the feelings of alienation to 
which they tend. 


It is oue of the duties of the Executive, 


from time to time, 10 give to the General 
Asiembly information of the state of tbe 
Common wealth, und recommend to their 
consideration such measures as ho shall 
judge expedient; and under usage this is 
dune by messages iu writing, which are on- 
terud among the public records and remain 
» part of the om'cial history of the State.— 
I do not understand this us a power of dic- 
tating to tbe General Assembly the mea- 
sures they shall adopt, nor .:ven as a power 
of initiating laws, but as ac informing and 
suggesting power, iu no respect trenching 
upon tbe just and proper jurisdiction of tbe 
legislative department of a free Stale. 
In 


suurt, it was uevar intended to give a legal 
control over the proceedings of the Repre- 
sentatives of the peupie in the enactment 
ol laws. 
It is, therefore, a right of com- 


uiuuictttiou with thorn, which, while pru- 
deutly and reasonubly exorcised, can give 
uo just occasiou for jealousy, objection, or 
complaint. 
The Executive, wnen in the 


exercisso of Ibis right, is but performing 
a plain duty, and 
can 
apprehend uo 


difficulty 
iu 
speaking with a 
respect 


t'ul freedom evan upon questions where 
an entire agreement of sentiment cannot be 
ex pooled. 
But, tcere is another and more 


delicate power which pertains to the rela- 
tions between the Legislative and Execu- 
tive departments. 
By the twenty-third 


and twenty-fourth sections of tho first arti- 
cle of ibe Constitution, all bills passed by 
the Genoiul Assembly, and most of the or- 
ders, resolutions, and votes IL whicu they 
may concur, are submitted to the Executive, 
•nd if disapproved by him can only be 
made valid by a vote ot two-thirds of each 
House. 
This power of disapproval is a- 


muug the most important duties of the Ex- 
ecutive, and is constantly becoming more 
so, from the operation of obvious and natu- 
ral causes. Iu my opinion it is the clear 
and binding duty of tue Exocuuve to re- 
turn ior ie-couaideration every bill, ovder, 
resolution or vote, presented to him, whicu 
be cannot approve—iu other words, that 
the assent ot his judgment and conscience 
shall be actually giveu to any measure be- 
fore be permits it to take effect; uule?s, 
indeed, it be passed against bis objection 
by a two-thirds vote. 
Tbe words of tho 


Constitution are "if he approves he skull 
lign it, but if he shall not approve, he sliait 
return il with hia objections tj the House 
in which it shall have originated." 
Words 


could not convey a power, and prescribe 
> duty 
in a more 
cloar and definite 


form. 


It is manifestly the intention of tho Con- 


stitution that the deliberate and consecu- 
tions approval of the Governor shall be 
given to a bill before il becomes a law, in 
addition to the approval of the two Houses 
tbat have previously passed it ; unless the 
majorities afterwards giveu to it upon re- 
consideration in each House, shall be so de- 
cisive as to cleirly indicale the witdoai of 
measure. It is true that upon things trivial 
or indifferent, where no great iuteiests are 
involved, nor constitutional principles in 
question, nor private rights assailed, con- 
siderations of expediency m<iy be taken into 
account by tbe Executive ; but certainly 
no substantial objeotion, whether of policy 
or of principle, can be waived by him in 
view of his oatli to support the Constitution. 
Ten days (Sundays excluded,) are allowed 
the Executive to consider a bill, and to ap- 
prove or veto it, after which it will be- 
come a law without his signature, if uot 
previously returned. 
Tho practice of my 


predecessors has been .occasionally to per- 
mit bills to become laws by this limitation 
of time. 
Tbey have taken offuct iu the en- 


tire absence of tbe Executive action. 
But 


I believe (his his only occurred irtiere tho 
Executive hat found it impossible to form a 
positive opinion upon the measure—where, 
though apt unobjectionable, il was trivial— 
or, where il was manifest that a vsto would 
not cause iU defeat. 
This Executive prae- 


iice ought not to be extended, and tho 
praetiee itself is open to question. 
For if 


ihe provision that bills neither signed uor 
returned within tea days, shall become 


laws, was intended as a guard against Ex- 
ecutive abuse, in holding them an undue 
period, and not as a mode by which the 
Executive might cause tbem to take effect, 
without the responsibility of acting upon 
them, it would seem clear tbat the practice 
of holding them over for such purpose can- 
not b« defended. 


But tbo Legislature, by its adjournment 


within ten days after the passage of a bill, 
may deprive tbe Executive of due time for 
considering it, and henco it is provided that 
in such case it shall become a law unles 
sent back within three days after the next 
meeting. 
In modern practice a large num- 


ber of bills are usually sent to the Governor 
within a few days of the adjournment of 
the Legislature, which it is impossible for 
him to consider duly before the adjourn- 
ment takes place. 
In fact many are sent 


to bim in the very closing hours of the 
session. 
But it would seem plain that the 


Executive could reasonably ask in such 
case only tho full constitutional period of 
ten days for forming his opinion, and that 
all bills he believes it his duty to approve 
shall be actually signed within that period. 
By the exercise of reasonable industry this 
can in all cases be accomplished. Then, 
such bills as he disapproves will be held 
over to be returned to the proper branch of 
the General Assembly within three days 
after their next meeting, according to tbe 
constitutional provision. This will proper- 
ly dispose of all bills in bis hands at tho ad- 
journment, unless indeed it be allowable to 
bold over bills aud permit them to become 
laws without his action. 


Tho propriety of signing bills by the 


Governor between tbe sessions of the Legis- 
lature has been questioned. It does uot 
accord with the old practice, and is certain- 
ly liable to abuse. 
During my term it 


will be strictly confined to the first ten days 
after an adjournment, and all bills not theu 
approved, may be considered as awaiting 
the nesu meeting of the General Assembly, 
to be returned with the Executive disap- 
proval. The Executive should not be sub- 
juctod for long periods of time to tho so- 
licitations of those interested in bills, nor 
should he be subject to tbe imputations of 
indecision, or favoritism, almost unavoid.ii- 
ble in sucli cases. 
Nor is it right tbat he 


should have in bis hands tbe means of in- 
fluence which tbe holding open of his de- 
cision upon bills during a recess would con- 
fer. Besides a great wrong may bu done to 
those interested in legislation, by continuing 
them for an undue period in utcertainty as 
to Ibe fate of bills in which thuir rights, 
their property, or their bij-.iue.-'s may bo 
involved. 
These are evils which an Exec- 


utive may obviate, by settling bis policy 
firmly in the outset of bis administration. 
It would be well, also, for the Legislature 
to so sbape its action as to avoid tun neces- 
sity of sending many important bills to tbe 
Governor in tne closing nays or hours of a 


i'ellow-citizens: 
Although it will be 


expected that I should at this time discuss 
iu detail the particular questions which will 
probably coma before tbe Government du- 
ring my term, I desire briefly to give ex- 
pression to the general views of public pol- 
icy to which 1 hold, in thoir application to 
practical issues now pending, the curren- 
cy of the State is in auch a disordered con- 
dition, tbat a general and wholesome opin- 
ion demands its reform, and the establish- 
ment of effectual barriers against future 
convulsions. 
This is a subject which will 


test the intelligence, the firmness, aud tbe 
patriotism of tbe representatives of the peo- 
ple in the legislative department, and may 
impose grave responsibilities upon the Ex- 
ecutive. 
My views me decidedly hostile to 


tue emission and circulation ol'small notes 
as a currency; to the increase of banking 
capital under present arrangements; and to 
tne issue of bank paper upon securities in- 
adequate for their redemption. 
The want 


of uniformity iu tie legal provisions under 
which existing banks operate, ia objection- 
able. 
In tbe revision and amendment of 


our banking system, tbe puhhc interests, 
in my opinion, demand tbe extension of the 
specie basis upon which issues are made ; 
the suppression of tho smaller denomina- 
tion ot notes heretofore allowed; thorough 
reports of the condition aud business of 
bankf, with their frequent publication; ad- 
ditional security, (other than specie,) to 
consist of the bonds of thu State or of tbe 
United States, for the redemption of circu- 
lating notes, including in all cases proper 
individual liability of stockholder! and di- 
rectors, fitted for convenient aud actual en- 
foroomuut; with a supervisory aud controll- 
ing power in some proper officer or depart- 
ment of the Government, to restrain or sus- 
pend tho action of the banks in case of their 
violation or evasion of the law. 


When a specie currency shall be secured 


to the people by prohibiting the circulation 
of bills of a small denomination, it will be 
highly desirable that the fiscal affairs of the 
State governments shall be wholly separa- 
ted from those oftha banks ;ia other words, 
that the money transactions of the govern- 
ment, both in its collections and disburse- 
ments, bhall be iu the legal coin of the 
country. 
Whenever a practicable, conve- 


nient and efficient scheme for tho operations 
of the Treasury upon such a basis can bo 
presented to me, by the representatives of 
tba people, it will meet with a cheerful 
approval. There are difficulties in 
the 


case, however, far greater than those sur- 
mounted by the genera! government, in the 
establishment of its Independent Treasury 
system; but the object being one ol the 
first magnitude, and calculated to exercise 
a most salutary influence upon tbe action 
nf the government, and upon the business 
of tho bank? and the people, it is woll wor- 
thy of earnest consideration. 


In reforming tho currency, a single State 


can accomplish but a moderate amount of 
good, however sincere, intelligent and earn- 
est it may be, without the co-operation of 
other State?, and especially of those which 
ailjnin it. 
Bank notes are not stopped iu 


their flow by imaginary State lines, nor 
does it seem possible for a State altogether 
to prevent foreign notes from circulating 
within her borders, even by the most strin- 
gent enactments. 
We must, therefore, in- 


voke our sister States tojoiu with us in the 
repression of small paper, and iu such other 
particulars of reform aa require for complete 
success their co-operation. 
Meantime, to 


tho extent of nur power, let us exert our- 
selves to furnish our citizens with a safe 
and stable currency; to prevent futura 
financial revulsions similar to that under 
which the community has for some time 
baen struggling; and to relieve the Govern- 
ment in its fiscal action, from the danger 
of depreciated or worthiest paper, and tbu 


embarrassments arising from dependence 
upon corporations of her own creation, 


The people of Pennsylvania, by the re- 


cent adoption ol an amendment to tie Con- 
stitution on the subject of Public Indebted- 
ness, hive imposed an imperative obligation 
upon their servants to practice economy, to 
limit expenditures, aud to give their best 
efforts to tbe gradual but eventual extin- 
guishment of tbe existing public dsbt.— 
After eight years of experience under the 
sinking fund act of 1849, we find on; pub- 
lic indebtedness but slightly diminished.—• 
The constitutional amendment just adopted 
demands the establishment of an elective 
sinking fund for its payment, and I shall 
consider it one of the leading duties of my 
administration to see that tbe amendment 
ia carried out both in its letter and spirit.— 
I cannot regard the reduction of tbe three 
mill tax on property, mode at the last reg- 
ular session of the Legislature, otherwise 
than as inopportune; and doubtless exist- 
ing financial embarrassments will for a time 
reduce the amount derived from other 
sources of revenue. 
Nor will any very 


large amount of the purchase money of the 
Main Line of tho public works be realized 
by tho Treasury for a considerable petiod. 
It wiK, therefore,be necessary for the State 
to husband her resources, and to increase 
her revenues as far as is posssble, without 
oppression to any interest, in order to moot 
her current and necessary outlays, ibe de- 
mands of hor creditors, and the positive ob- 
ligation of the constitutional amendment. 


There is a great lack of consistenty and 


principle in the laws passed during some 
years iu relation to incorporations. 
They 


have been created upon no settled, uniform 
plan ; are excessive in number; and many 
of them unnecessary to the accomplishment 
of any 
legitimate purpose. They nave 


doubtless encouraged speculation, and in 
various ways contributed to the recent fi 
naucial convulsion. Various and inconsis- 
tent provisions appear iu acts establishing 
or extending the powers of corporate fodies 
of the same class and general character.— 
The tax laws relating to them are in some 
confusion, and consequently taxes paid by 
them unequal, while some wholly escape 
any share of the public burdens. 
In brief, 


our system of incorporations has become BO 
vast, diversified and difficult of comprehen- 
sion, that n'i reasonable industry can mas- 
ter the whole subject, and understand pre- 
cisely where we are and wither we are drift- 
ing. 
A thorough revision of our laws on 


this subject, and the establishment jf gen- 
eral, uniform regulations for each class of 
corporate bodies, with the avoidance, as far 
as possible, ol spocial provisions for particu- 
lar corporations, arc reforms imperiously 
demanded by the public interests in which 
I shall heartily co-oper,ite. 
1 bnvo no hos- 


tilily to express against incorporations for 
proper objects beyond the power of individ- 
ual means and skill : nor generally against, 
legislative facilities for the application of 
labor and capital to tbe creation of wealth, 
where individual unprompted action will 
not go, 
But no one can assert that we have 


limited ourselves to snob a policy, nor that 
our laws on this subject have been careful, 
consistent and just. 


But, notwithstanding all topics of regret 


or criticism ia our public career, (and which 
should bear their proper fruit in amend- 
ment and roform,) we may well be proud of 
this Pennsylvania of ours—of her people, 
her institutions and her laws. 
She lias be- 


come groat, prosperous and powerful; rank- 
ing among the first of the States; aud her 
condition at home and character abroad 
bear testimony to her merits, aud promise 
for her a distinguished future. 
Besides 


her agricultural resources, which are great 
and first iu importance, she is capable of 
producing in untold quantities those two 
articles of prime necessity and universal 
use—Iron and Coal. 
Even in times ot 


wide-spread financial calamity, when specu- 
lation aud extravagance have done their 
worst to cripple the operations of capital 
aud stay the hand of labor in its useful toil, 
the leading interests of our State may be 
counted among the first to revive and to 
furnish a strong and reliable basis for the 
resumption of activity in all the channels 
of employment, and in all the operations of 
tr.ide. 
That government would be unwise 


and blind which would administer tbe pub- 
lic affairs of this State, otherwise than in a 
spirit of kindness and protection to these 
great uud capital interests. 


Frnm the earliest period of our hisliry, 


it has been the policy of Pennsylvania to 
educate all her citizens; aud at this time 
our institutions of learning aud educational 
facilities aru equal to those of any country 
Our 
Common School system is justly 


distinguished as one of the most practical 
aud efficient in the Union. 
Let us then 


cherish this traditional policy, coming down 
to u a from the fathers of the Common wealth, 


tbe States, have kept np excitement and 
turbulence in the Territory, aud enabled 
designing men there to inflame passions, 
which otherwise would long since have 
subsided. Tho judgment and opinion of 
the country cannot be tuo strongly consoli- 
dated in favor of tbe laws, and against nil 
who rise up to oppose them by unauthorized 
means. 
Nor oan the excuse for resistance 


to the Territorial laws, and for failing to 
perform the duties of citizenship under 
them, that wrongs and frauds were perpe- 
trated at elections, be admitted as a justi- 
fication. Where elections 
and the right of suffrage so liberal, as in 
this country, it is peculiarly the duty of a 
good citizen to obey existing authorities, 
and even objectionable laws, knowing tbat 
tbe former can be changed and tbe latter 
modified or repealed within a very brief pe- 
rioJ. 
And as to disputed elections, they 


most be decided by the proper legal an- 
tbority, and not by individual citizens, or 
irregular self, constituted assemblages. 


Insubordination to necessarj and right- 


ful authority, instigated and encouraged by 
unworthy men in the organized States, who 
desired that discord should continue, and 
were willing to contribute to that object, is 
the prolific fountain from which the trou- 
bles in Kansas have heretofore proceeded 
It was natural.perhnps inevitable, tbat this 
conduct by a party in the territory should 
provoke an opposite party to many unjusti- 
fiable acts, and to much imprudent and 
unreasonable conduct. 
Thus extiemes act 


re-act upon each other, and when the laws 
are defied and individual action let loose, 
wrong, outrage and violence are necessary 
results. 


The last phase of the Kansas question, 


which is upon the constitution framed by a 
Territorial Convention, i.« peculiarly for the 
judgment of Congress, to which tbo power 
of admitting new States is confided by the 
constitution of tbe Union. 
Tbe represen 


tatives of tbe people and of the States in 
Congress assembled, will meet that question 
under all tbe resp-msibilitics which they 
owe to their constituents, and which are 
imposed upon them by their oaths of office, 
«nd with full information upon matters of 
fact important to the formation of a final 
judgment. 
Events are constantly occur- 


ring in the territory which will afford mat. 
ter for Congressional debate, and may 
affect the ultimate decision. 


To the people of Pennsylvania tho admis- 


sion of a new Slate into tbe Union—into 
that confederacy of which she is a member 
—must be at all times a subject of high 
internal. And I believe I express their 
sentiments as woll as my own, in declaring 
that ail the qualified electors of a Territory 
should have a full and fair opportunity to 
participate in selecting delegates to form a 
Constitution preparatory to admission aa a 
State, and, if desired by them, they should 
also be allowed an unqualified right tn vote 
upon such Constitution after it is framed. 
Of course, those who then fail to vote, in 
either case, cannot complain tbat the pro 
ceeding go&son without their participation. 
It is to be hoped that Congress will make 
such provision for other Territories that the 
present difficulty will have no repetition iu 
tho future. 


In conclusion, permit me to observe, that 


all experience and reflection prove that the 
moral virtues form the only firm foundation 
of public order as well aa individual char- 
acter, and their support should engage the 
profound attention of Government, and the 
co-operation of all good men. Frail indeed 
will be any structure reared for the regula- 
tion of society, and the promotion of man's 
true and substantial happiness, unless it 
stand upon a foundation more permanent 
than paper aranaemeuts, or the fleeting 
impulses of the hour ! The recognition of 
a Great Supreme Power, which rules the 
affairs of nations and of mon, is the only 
support of those virtues which can make a 
people distinguished and prosperous, and 
give to Government duration and success. 
Sincerely imploring the Divine guidance in 
tbe performance of duty, I assume tbe post 
assigned mo by the people, indulging the. 
hope that at the termination of my service 
I shall enjoy the approval of my own con- 
science, aud behold Pennsylvania advanced 
and secure in her position as one of the 
great communities of the New World—her 
standard aloft, proudly bearing, untarnish- 
ed, her motto of ''Virtue, Liberty and In- 
dependence."
